To explain and declare the Law as to the License required 
for the Letting of Post Horses to Hire in Ireland, and to 
amend the Law respecting Proceedings for Duties and 
Penalties under the Post Horse, Stage and Hackney 
Carriage Acts in the United Kingdom.

« iJ(l6)R06a& by an Act passed in the fifty-fifth year of the 
reign of bis late Majesty King Geosge the Third, intituled, 
An Act to grant certain Duties of Excise upon Licenses for the 
Sale of Spirituous and other Liquors by Retail, and upon Licenses to 
5 Persons dealing in Excisable Commodities in Ireland, in lieu of the 
Stamp Duties payable upon such Licenses ; and to secure the Payment 
of such Excise Duties, and to regulate the issuing of such Licenses ; 
and to discourage the immoderate Use of Spirituous Liquois in Ire- 
land and by the Schedule to that Act annexed, a certain Duty is 
10 granted and made payable upon and in respect of Licenses to persons 
to let to hire any horse for the purpose of travelling post by the mile 
or from stage to stage in Ireland ; and by an Act of the seventh and 
eighth years of the reign of Her Majesty Queen VicTonia, intituled, 
“ An Act to transfer the Collection of the Duty on Licenses to let 
15 Horses for Hire in Ireland from the Commissioners of Stamps to the 
Commissioners of Excise,” such Duty is placed under the collection 
and management of the Commissioners of Excise, and directed to be 
denominated and taken to be an Excise Duty .

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And whereas doubts have arisen whether such license is required 
20 to be taken out by every person who lets any horse for hire, whether 
the same be for the purpose of travelling post by the mile, or from 
stave to stage, or otherwise in Ireland ; 
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31BI3 it I5nacf?5, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, THAT the license in the said Act of the 
fifty-fifth year aforesaid mentioned shall be deemed and taken to 5 
be required to be taken out, and the Duty by that Act granted 
paid by every person who has let or who lets to hire any horse in 
Ireland, and that any person so letting any horse in Ireland without 
such license shall be subject to the penalty of Fifty Pounds 
imposed by the said Act upon the letting to hire any horse for lO 
the purpose of travelling post by the mile, or from stage to stage, 
and that the Duties of Excise heretofore collected and charged for 
or in respect of the license before mentioned shall be deemed and 
taken to have been lawfully charged on all persons who have let to hire 
any horse in Ireland, whether the same have been for the purpose of *5 
Travelling post by the mile, or from stage to stage, or otherwise, and 
all penalties heretofore incurred for or in respect thereof shall be 
deemed and taken to have been legally incurred (save and except in 
any case in which the same has been already determined to the contrary 
in any court of law of-competent jurisdiction), and all sucli Duties and 2u 
Penalties (save and except as aforesaid) shall be recovered, paid and 
applied as any other Duties or Penalties of Excise due or in arrear 
may now be recovered, paid and applied under any law or laws of 
Excise ; and the Commissioners of Excise, and their officers duly 
authorized to grant licenses, shall be indemnified, freed and discharged 25 
from all actions, causes of action and damages for or in respect of any 
act heretofore done by them in granting any such licenses. 

And be it Enacted, That all Duties of Excise by the said recited 
Acts granted, and as by this Act explained, for and in respect of the 
license to let to hire any horse in Ireland, and all penalties imposed 30 
by the said Acts upon persons so letting horses to hire without such 
license, and all Duties imposed on horses let for hire in Great 
Britain, and on licenses relating to the same, by an Act of the second 
and third years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the 
Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to repeal the Duties under the Manage- 35 
ment of the Commissioners of Stamps on Stage Carriages, and on 
Horses let for Hire in Great Britain, and to grant other Duties in 
lieu thereof, and also to consolidate and amend the Laws relatincr 
thereto,*’ and all Duties imposed for and in respect of Stage Car- 
riages, and of Licenses for keeping or using the same, and for and 
in respect of passengers conveyed upon Railways, by an Act of the 
fifth and sixth years of the reign ot Her Majesty, intituled, “ An Act 
to repeal the Duties payable on Stage Carriages, and on Passengers 
conveyed upon Railways, and certain other Stamp Duties in Great 
Britain, and to grant other Duties in lieu thereof, and also to amend 
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the Laws relating to the Stamp Duties,” and all Duties imposed for 
and in respect of Licenses to keep, use aod let to hire Hackuev Car- 
riages within the distance of Five Miles from the General Post Office, 
in the City of London, by an Act of the first and second years of the i & 2 tv. 4, 
5 reign of his said Majesty King Willia-u the Fourth, intituled, “ An 
Act to amend the Laws relating to Hackney Carriages, and to Wag- 
gons, Carts and Drays used in the Metropolis, and to place ilje 
Collection of the Duties on Hackney Carriages and on Hawkers 
and Pedlars in England under the Commissioners of Stamps,” all 
*0 which several Duties are declared by law to be Duties of Excise, 
and placed under the collection and management of the Com- 
missioners of Excise \ and all penalties, fines and forfeitures im- 
posed by the said recited Acts or any of them, or by any other 
Act or Acts of Parliament relating to the said several Duties or 
15 any of them, may by order of the Commissioners of Excise be col- 
lected, sued for, recovered, levied, mitigated, paid and applied as by 
the said recited Acts or any of them, or by any of the Acts afore- 
said is directed, or by the same ways, means and methods, and in
